In many cases people are return­ 
ing their supply of . flour purchased 
last fall and refuse to keep any por­ 
tion of it, purchasing .substitutes in­ 
stead. Farmers are also bringing in 
their wheat, and It is thought that 
within a very short time every bush­ 
el of wheat will be marketed and all 
surplus flour will be on its way to the 
soldiers and the allies. 
The wheat prospects are reported 
to be the very best, except in parts 
of Ellis county, where the wind play­ 
ed havoc with the wheat in the sandy 
soil.

To School District Food Administra­ 
tors .and Merchants : 
Following a. custom of many years 
standing in this county, many citi­ 
zens purchased quantities 
of 
flour | 
last fall to run them for six or twelve 
months. 
Their motives were good 
and they did not make these pur­ 
chases to hoard flour or to enable 
them to eat flour when their neigh­ 
bors had none. But under the new 
I rulings of the food administration 
each person is asked to use only I 
1-2 pounds of flour per week or 5 
pounds per month per person. Where j 
citizens have more than their share I 
allotted by the government to last I 
them until August 15th, they are 
asked to return this flour to their 
grocer in order that it may be re­ 
distributed on the market. You can 
easily figure each family’s allotment, 
thus: Each person is entitled to 6 
pounds per month from now until 
August 15th, or about 24 pounds in 
all. 
A farmer having 5 members in 
his family would be entitled to keep 


I 5x24 or 120 pounds in all. In towns 
only a 30-day supply is allowed. Each 
family can figure out its own allow­ 
ance and stay within it. Many indi­ 
viduals who found that they had er- 
cess amounts on hand are returning 
this. 
They feel no embarrassment 
in returning this, but on the contra­ 
ry, they realize they are doing a pa­ 
triotic duty. 
They are to be com­ 
mended for this. 
The grocers of Pontotoc county are 
asked to co-operate in this move: j 
Thely are to re-purchase all flour j 
brought back. if it is in good condi- I 
tion and in Original Packages. 
In 
a number of counties in Oklahoma, 
large quantities of flour are being re­ 
turned and placed on the market. 
We are told that the wheat short­ 
age will be serious until August 
15 th, when the new crop is harvest­ 
ed. Our allies are in dire need of 
hundreds of thousands of bushels of 
wheat which we have promised and 
have not sent. 
The bread rations 
of the French soldiers were cut down 
recently because they did not have 
the wheat. 
I have had a number of inquiries 
about a malicious report started by 
some person to the effect that the 
food 
administration 
intended 
to 
search homes to ascertain the food 
supplies on hands. 
This report is 
absolutely^ false. 
Only in extreme 
cases of unlawful hoarding will any 
action be taken. I shall rely largely 
on the patriotic spirit of the people 
backed by loyal public sentiment in 
the community to get results. 
The rule is still in effect that only 
24 pounds purchases of flour can be 
made by parties living In town and 
49 pound s by parties living in the 
country. 
I am asking each merchant to no­ 
tify the food administrator in his 
town weekly of the amount of flour 
returned so that a report may be 


made for my flies. 
Please give full publicity in your 
school district.

SHIPS ADDED IN YEAR. 
APrtl 12.—Since April 6, 
1917, tho day on which war was de­ 
clared on Germany, there have been 
added to the United 
States 
navy 
1,275 vessels aggregating 1,055,116 
tons. Secretary of the Navy Dan­ 
iels declared tonight, in an address 
before the national chamber of com­ 
merce. 
“In addition to the battle cruisers, 
dreadnaughts and scout cruisers au­ 
thorized, some building and others 
deferred temporarily for the more 
pressing construction of 
ships 
to 
transport soldiers and munitions anc 
j supplies,” he said, 
“ we 
are 
now 
building 
of 
what 
is 
technically 
known as smaller craft of from 65 to 
1,215 tons each, 794 vessels vessels 
with an aggregate tonnage of 420,- 
217 tons. 
“We are now working day and 
night in government and in private 
plants on the construction of more 
destroyers than were in all the a1 
lied navies when war began and ev­ 
ery possible facility is being created 
to construct additional fighting craft 
which can be effective against the 
submarine stilletto warfare of assas­ 
sination and murder.” 
Mr. Daniels then turned to the ef­ 
forts being made to increase the mer­ 
chant marine, declaring that the su­ 
preme need of the hour is for ships 
to carry millions 
of 
soldiers 
to 
France. 
He pointed out that today 
there are 390 vessels 
under 
the 
American control with a tonnoge of 
2,762,605 and that in addition 471,- 
000 tons of Dutch ships would soon 
oe put into the service. 


How Dead Men Held the Hun. 
Many soldiers who fought through 
the battles and retreat at Mons say 
that angels saved them from anni­ 
hilation. The following is the story, 
as told in the April Woman’s Home 
Companion, 
of a Scot 
whose 
two 
brothers had just been killed in the 
red horror: 
"It was in the twilight when I 
came to full grief for my brothers. 
We were marching, drooping like 
tired beasts. 
Once 
some 
German 
snipers shot at us and killed the man 
just behind me. 
I fell to thinking 
what if that had been me, and how 
would my mother fare, wi’ all three 
of her sons gone? I began to wish 
for my own life, then, for my moth­ 
er's sake. 
‘“That twilight was full or ter­ 
rors. 
Germans everywhere, and if 
not Germans, then fear and wonder 
and distress. I could see men falling 
down—struck, who knew how? 
No 
one dared stop to see if it were a 
bullet, or just sleep that overcame 
them. 
And it seemed to me as if 
the Germans were sweeping on us 
like a tide. 
I heard myself crying 
on my elder brother Dougal, anc 
crying on my mother, too. 
“‘Then all suddenly I found my­ 
self walking backward, and looking 
looking into the dark. 
Against 
the sky behind 
I 
felt 
there 
was 
something. 
I looked—and then the 
blackness shaped itsel’ into dim fig­ 
ures. 
Men have said that it was the 
angels helping us that night against 
the Germans. It may have been, but 
that is not what I saw. 
Those who 
helped us appeared to my eyes like 
the men that had fallen on our side 
in the battle of Mons. They had fal­ 
len because we were outnumbered 
and unprepared. 
They had died too 
soon, before all their work for their 
countiy was done. 
And now they 
had risen in the dark to hold back 
the Germans. That they fought with 
weapons I do not believe, but that 
they were helping us, I know. 
‘“"Dougal!” 
I cried. “Aleck!” 
‘“And though I couldn’t see them, 
I kknew my brothers were there, 
guarding me. They couldna go back 
to my mother again, but they would 
protect me, for her sake. 
““‘Do you see?” I said to the cor 
poral. 
“‘He saw nothing, but he listen­ 
ed; and he said he could hear the 
Germans shouting. 
I heard them, 
too: cries of surprise, and fear. The 
corporal thought 
they 
were 
the 
shouts of victory, but I knew who 
the victors were. 
I was filled wi’ a 
great peace, like the sense of rest 
after pain. 
It is not defeat when 
men come back from the dead to 
help.’”

MANNING NEW 
AMERICAN VESSELS. 
Kansas City, Mo., April 12.— In or­ 
der to man the new fleets that are 
rapidly going into the water to put 
American armies in France and keep 
them supplied, the navy has issued a 
call for thousands of additional men 
immediately, according to Lieut. R. 
B. Campbell, recruiting.office of the 
Kansas City Navy 
Recruiting 
Dis­ 
trict. 
“America's success or failure in the 
war depends upon the nation's abil­ 
ity to send armies to France and 
keep them supplied with war mate­ 
rials,” Lieut. Campbell said. “It is 
the Navy’s job to transport these 
troops and see that the material 
gets to them. 
To do that requires 
a strong navy-the strongest in the 
world. 
“At the present time the navy is 
open to practically all 
classes 
of 
skilled men. Unskilled men may en­ 
list as apprentice or landsmen and 
be trained in one of the Navy schools 
to fill important technical positions 
aboard ship.” 
The navy has made arrangements 
for every postmaster* to act as re­ 
cruiting officer and applicants for 
enlistment in the navy may apply to 
the postmaster in their home town 
who has authority to forward their 
applications to the Recruiting Office 
in Kansas City and if the man is ac­ 
ceptable, transportation will be fur­ 
nished him from his home town to 
Kansas City.
